Union Recognized but Su- 
perintendent Has Full 

Right to Hire and Fire 
Employes. 


With the strike of attendants at 
the City Sanitarium ended last 
night by agreement with Director 
of Public Welfare Joseph M. Darst, 
members of the Miscellaneous Hos- 
pital Attendants’ and Employes’ 


Union 50-D, American Federation of 
Labor affiliate, today were making 
application for reinstatement in 
their jobs. 

The agreement ending the strike, 
which began Tuesday morning, was 
made soon after 6 o’clock last night 
after a conference at City Hall 
which had begun before noon. 
Under the agreement the case of 
13 employes, whose summary dis- 
charge Monday afternoon by Darst 
precipitated the strike, is to be sub- 
mitted to a committee of three ar- 
biters acceptable to both Darst and 
the union. The committee will de- 
termine whether they were fired 
for inefficiency, as Darst says, or 
for union activity, as the union con- 
tends. 

Provisions of Agreement. 

Other provisions of the agree- 
ment are: 

All other strikers are to be re- 
turned to work as soon as 
vacancies are available. Subject 
to the conceded right of Dr. F. M. 
Grogan, superintendent, to de- 
termine their fitness for jobs. 


over annually in sanitarium em- 
ployment, all are expected to be 
back within a short time. 

The union is recognized by 
Darst as the collective bargaining 
agency for its members and there 
is to be no discrimination against 
union members. They are not, 
however, to allow union activities 
to interfere with their sanitarium

Cost a Factor. 


Employes on the day shift at the 
sanitarium now work from 6 a. m. 
to 6:30 p. m. with three half hours 
off for meals. The night shift 
works from 6:30 p. m. to 6 a. m. 
under the same conditions. 

There have been Many move- 
ments in recent years to shorten 
hours and three proposed ordi- 
nances for eight-hour day have 
been submitted, but have been 
killed. 

In each instance the reason given 
was that the city could not meet 
the expense of such a change under 
the prevailing financial situation. 
It was estimated that inauguration 
of the eight-hour day in municipal 
eleemosynary institutions would 
cost the city $750,000 a year. 

Since the strike was called, 21 
union members have returned to 
work on their own applications, and 
113 new workers have been em- 
ployed from the Efficiency Board 
eligible list. Attendants get $45 a 
month and board and room, or $10 
additional a month if room is not 
furnished. Laundry workers, some 
of whom also went on strike, get 
$40 a month under similar condi- 
tions. The union has contended 
that about 300 of its members were 
out on strike, but Dr. Grogan said 
his records showed the total to 
be about 125. 

Picket lines, maintained at prin- 
cipal entrances of the sanitarium 
since Tuesday morning, were with- 
drawn at 7 o'clock last night. In

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SIMON VAN RAALTE 
FINED $200 FOR 
FRAUD ONT OLE 


Wealthy Real Estate Man, 
His Vancoh.Co. and Busi- 
ness Associate Penalized 
in U. S. Court. 


Simon Van Raalte, 36 Washing- 
ton terrace, wealthy president of 
the Vancoh Realty Co., paid a $250 
fine in United States District Court 
today as did the realty company 
and a 3 business associate of 
Van Raalte, all charged with con- 
. Ape defrauding the Home 

Loan Corporation. 

They pleaded no contest before 
Judge. George H. Moore to an in- 
dictment based on a real estate 
transaction through which Van 
Raalte who is 83 years old, got rid 
of a residence he had acquired 
through foreclosure of a mortgage 
and left it in the hands of the 
HOLC. 

Van Raalte’s attorney, William 
H. Woodward, chairman of the 
Election Board, informed the Court 
Van Raalte had agreed to reim- 
burse the H O L C for its loss. 
Woodward said that of 60 or 70 
transactions which Van Raalte had 
with the HO LC this was the only 
one concerning which there was 
cause for complaint. 

Van Raaltes co-defendant, Her- 
man Mayer, was described by his 
attorney, former Circuit Judge 
John W. Calhoun, as “just an em- 
ploye” of Van Raalte. 

The real estate deal, as outlined 
by Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney David Robinson, be- 
gan in 1932 when the Vancoh firm, 
through foreclosure of a mortgage, 
acquired a residence at 4044 Aldine 
avenue, taking title in the name of 
a stenographer for the firm, now 
dead, who subsequently conveyed 
the title to the Vancoh Realty Co. 

The corporation would not have 
been eligible to obtain a loan on 
the property from the HOLC, 
formed in 1933 to assist property 
owners threatened with foreclosure 
of mortgages on their homes. The 
deed to the property, however, was 
altered to make it appear that the 
owner was Fletcher Bryant, $60-a- 
month Negro porter for the Vancoh 
firm. 

As a part of this transaction Bry- 
ant executed a mortgage which 
was held by the Vancoh Realty Co. 
In exchange for this mortgage the 
Vancoh concern obtained HOLC 
bonds and cash totaling $5451.64. 
After the mortgage had been trans- 
ferred to the HOLC Bryant made 
none of the monthly payments that

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CROWDS CLAMOR | 
WE WANT FOOD 
IN CLEVELAND 


Protest at Relief Stations 
Against Curtailed Allot- 
ments—-300,000 Are Re- 
ceiving Aid. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, May 7. — Relief 
clients jammed Cleveland's six dis- 
trict relief stations yesterday and 
clamored “We want food.” 

In two stations, there were 

0 thi ck sit-down protests, 
demanding restoration of regular 
relief orders, instead of present 
curtailed allotments, being made 
under a special appropriation which 
will be extfausted Monday. 

Frank E. Bubna, City Relief 
Commissioner, asserted more than 
300,000 persons in greater Cleve- 
land were dependent on some form 
of relief. Of these, he estimated 
about. 189,000 were receiving aid 
from 63,000 W P A jobs; 10,000 
heads of families representing 30, 
000 persons were seeking some sort 
of aid, and about 87,000 were on 
direct relief. . 

“No one will starve,” Mayor Har- 
old H. Burton promised. He dis- 
cussed with other city officials pos- 
sibility of curtailing city services 
and transferring money from other 
municipal funds to augment a $50,- 
000 stop-gap city appropriation 
which will be exhausted Monday, 
when a Citizens’ Committee of nine 
will meet to renew discussion of 
the problem. 

Gov. Martin L. Davey, frequently 
at odds with Burton over reliéf 
called this week a special relief 
session of the Ohio Legislature for 
May 16. 

Davey, replying to Burton's de- 
mands for an immediate session, 
declared “no pressure is exerted” 
to collect in Cuyahoga County 
(Cleveland) “over 90 million dok 
lars” of delinquent taxes, ‘a‘ pro- 
lific source of financial relief.” 
This sum, Davey averred, repre- 
gented half the delinquent taxes 
outstanding in Ohio. 

A proposal to reduce the wages 
of city employes to obtain emer- 
gency funds drew vigorous protest 
from the Civil Service Employes 
Aasociation, which told ‘the Mayor 
in a letter that “it is impossible 
to keep competent city employes if 
they are constantly forced to as- 
sume what is rightfully a com- 
munity burden,” 

One Councilman said he would 
introduce a resolution enabling him 
to hoid tag days in his 4dis*rict for 
relief clients living there. 

Welfare crises have occurred at 
intervals for the last two years— 
in the face of official estimates in- 
dicating from one-third to . one- 
fourth ‘of this county’s. 1,200,000 
population was dependent on.some 
sort of ‘public aid.

REBELS ADVANGE 
IN SHARP BAYONET 
FIGHTING IN SPAI 


Loyalists Routed From 
Mountain Positions as 
Insurgents Push Down 
Coast Toward Castellon.

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, May 7. 
—Spanish insurgents, advancing 
down the coast toward Castellon de 
la Plana, inflicted heavy losses on 
Government forces today in a drive 
positions at bayonet point. 

Insurgent military reports said 
the Government troops had attempt- 
ed to infiltrate behind the insur- 
gent lines, but were driven back. 

Heavy rains and wind storms still 
prevented operations on a large 
scale. 

Navarrese troops crossed the 
highway between Alcala de Chivert 
and Cuevas de Vinroma, less than 
30 miles north of Castellon de la 
Plana. 

A Government battalion was re- 
ported destroyed along the coast. 
The insurgents said the Govern- 
ment troops left their trenches 
filled with dead and a field strewn 
with wounded. 

Snow and rain slowed operations 
in the Alfambra River valley sector 
north and east of Teruel. Govern- 
ment artillery shelled the insurgent- 
held provincial capital, Teruel, 
dropping projectiles on the already 
ruined Bank of Spain. 


Government Defenses Broken at 12 
Points.

HENDAYE, France (at the Span- 
ish Frontier), May 7.—Galician and 
Italian troops broke through Span- 
ish Government defenses today at 
12 points along the zig-zagging line 
running eastward from Teruel to 
the Mediterranean, 

Gen. Miguel Aranda, commander 
of the insurgent army driving on 
Valencia, started à general offen- 
sive all along the battlefront. His 
orders were to “fight, rain or no 
rain.” 

Insurgent dispatches said the 
first advance penetrated Govern- 
ment defenses to a depth of more 
than six-miles in some sectors. 

The greatest gains were made on 
the Aliaga-Morella front, where 
Gen, Aranda has been making par- 
ticular. efforts .to remove the 
“hump” from the Teruel-Alcala de 
Chivert line. iciansa: forded the 
Seca River and captured the vil- 
lage of Cinctorres.

SHANGHAI, May 7.—Three thou- 
sand Chinese guerrilla soldiers, 
fighting in the streets of Nantung- 
chow, threatened today to annihi- 
late the Japanese garrison of that 
supply base on the north bank of 


of Shanghai. 

Japanese reinforcements were 
sent from Shanghai in an effort 
to save the garrison and retain pos- 
session of the important town. 
The loss of Nantungchow would 
cut supply and communication lines 
serving a Japanese army of 10,000 
men operaating in North Kiangsu 
province, This army was last re- 
ported fighting in the vicinity of 
Fowning in its drive north toward 
Haichow, seaport which is the east- 
ern terminus of the Lunghai Rail- 
way. 

Foreigners arriving from Yangtze 
ports said scores of Chinese civil- 
ians already had been killed and

The Chinese ‘guerrillas infiltrated 
Nantungehow three days ago and 
attacked by surprise, inflicting 
Many casualties on the Japanese 
garrison, which numbered only 300 
men at the outset. Remnants of 
the ‘garrison were last reported 
fighting for their lives. 


Situation in South Shantung. 

In South Shantung, where the 
bitterest fighting in the battle for 
the Lunghai Railway has raged, 
the armies were still locked in 
combat with neither side making 
appreciable gains. The Japanese 
were rushing more reinforcements, 
including field artillery regiments 
from Manchoukuo. 

Chinese still were pressing their 
counter-offensive along the Taierh- 
chwang-Pihsien-Tancheng line, but 
repeated assaults failed to dislodge 
the Japanese. 

On the southern edge of the Cen- 
tral China war zone, Japanese 
troops along the Hwai River re- 
sumed their attacks, trying to force 
their way up the Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway to Suchow, junction city on 
the Lunghai line. 

Just north of the Hwai a san- 
guinary battle was fought on the 
south bank of the Fie River, six 
miles from Hwaiyuan. Chinese were 
reported to have retreated across 
the Fie. 


Chinese Advance in Shansl, 

Chinese reported victories in 
Shansi province.

MASS HYSTERIA AT SCHOOL 


Five Cadets Faint After Drill, 100 
Girls Suffer Sobbing Attacks 
at Wilmington, N. C. 

By the Associated Press. 

WILMINGTON, N. C., May 7.— 
More than 100 students of the New 
Hanover High School here were 
treated for swooning and nervous 
hysteria yesterday after a dress 
parade by the R. O. T. C. unit. 
About 100 girls and five boys were 
treated. The five boys and 60 of 
the girls were ill enough to be sent 
home from classes. 

As the radet battalion returned 
to the school from the parade 
ground five of the cadets swooned 
ix rapid succession, presumably 
from heat and fatigue from drill. 
Almost at the same time a girl stu- 
dent was struck by an automobile 
and slightly injured, After that 
girl students began to succumb 
rapidly. The infirmary was filled 
to overflowing and other rooms in 
the school were used as treating 
stations. 2 

Few of the girls. actually lost 
consciousness. Most of them suf- 
fered sobbing hysteria and weak- 
ness. A few actually fainted. 

At Columbus, Ga., several months 
ago some 40 grammar school stu- 
dents were afflicted with a mass 
illness similar to the one reported 
here. Health authorities described 
the illness as mass hysteria.

WORMS AND WILLOW BEETLES 
DAMAGING TREES AND. SHRUBS 


Arsenate of Lead Spray Recom- 
mended by Superintendent 
Pring of Shaw’s Garden. 

Many inquiries have been re- 
ceived at Shaw’s Garden this spring 
about damage to elm trees, willows, 
lombardy poplars, some shrubs and 
other plants by leaf-chewing in- 
sects, George H. Pring, superintend- 
ent, said today to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, . 

The damage is caused by differ- 
ent types of worms, a green one 
with a black head that protects it- 
self by wrapping a portion of the 
leaf about its webbed nest, and a 
dark brown worm about an inch 
long that particularly infests elm 
trees, and by the willow beetle. 

A heavy spraying of arsenate of 
lead applied with one of the stick- 
ing powders or fluids that will 
keep the poison on the leaf, is the 
remedy for the three pests, Pring 
said. 

The willow beetle is crimson in 
color, with black spots, and is 
larger than the lady-bug, which it 
resembles. It should not be con- 
fused with the lady-bug, which is 
beneficial to plants, as it feeds on 
sucking insects. The willow-beetle 
has infested particularly the wil- 
lows and poplars.

in Shanghai, ready to start home, 
but his successor was on leave and 
it soon became evident that the 
war was undoing much of nis 
work, so he stayed on in China 
until last month, then flew here 
by the trans-Pacific route, which 
he had helped establish. His wife 
and two of their four daughters 
came with him, two daughters hav- 
ing preceded tuem. 

“The difficulty of talking of con- 

ditions in China is that people 
might think I was posing as 
an exper.,” Bixby said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today at 
the home of his wife’s mother, 
Mrs. F. C. Case, 4904 Pershing 
avenue. 
“The fact is tnat even when 
you're out there you don’t know 
What's going on. I just kept an 
open mind and read the papers, 
One‘ relies on the Associated Press 
and other news cervices. 

Chinese Used to Hardships. 
“How long will the war last? [I 
don't know— there are too many, 
x’s in the equation. I do know that 
the Chinese can take it—tney’re 
used to hardship and the war has 
unified them like nothing else be- 
fore. They are thoroughly aroused 
and will fight to the last ditch.” 

When the fighting drew near 
Shanghai last August, Bixby’s wife 
and children were evacuated and 
went to Manila. They had been 
living in the French concession, 
Bixby stayed. 

“Yes, I saw some fighting and 
there were bombings of civilian 
areas,” he said. “I left in Sep- 
tember and went down to Hong- 
kong when we had to quit com- 
mercial operations out of Shang- 
hai.” He referred to operations of 
the China National Aviation Corpo- 
ration, controlled by the Chinese 
Government with Pan American 
Airways owning a minority inter 
est. 

“The privation and suffering in 
Shanghai was intense,” he went on, 
“Chinese were routed out of their 
homes, destitute. Many were killed, 
It was pretty terrible,” he added 
briefly, then changed the subject, 

Air in China. 

Turning to transportation, he said 
that although China was backward 
that very backwardness was likely 
to result in enormous savings in 
construction of outmoded interur 
ban lines and short-haul railroads, 
Canals, highways and trunk line 
railroads would take care of heavy 
freight and mass movement of pas- 
sengers, while air lines would pro- 
vide express, fast mail and fast 
passenger service, he said. Al- 
though the war had curtailed opere 
ations of commercial] air service, 
it had increased business of re- 
maining lines greatly, he said. 

In making a survey in 1933 for 
an air route from Shanghai to the 
ancient walled city of Chengtu in 
Western China, Bixby said, he flew 
the distance in about eight hours, 
whereas the trip took 16 days by 
river boat and bus, or, when roads 
were closed, 26 days by boat and 
sedan chair. 

“Tt was the first time an airplane 
had been seen in Chengtu,“ he re- 
lated, “and we were told there were 
500,000 people around the field. I 
didn’t count them, but I know there 
was a great sea of faces, all friend 
ly. 
vet happened to get out first and 
as I stepped down from the mono- 
plane a Chinese soldier, one of a 
detachment assigned to keep the 
crowd back, came smartly to atten- 
tion—with fixed bayonet. The bay- 
onet went right thfough the wing 
of the plane.” 

In response to a general question 
Bixby said, with obvious shyness: 
“I don't suppose this would be of 
any interest, but I have done some 
of the work in arranging for more 
than 12,000 miles of airlines—2500 
miles from Los Angeles to New 
York, 8700 miles from San Francis- 
co to Hongkong and 1000 miles 
from Shanghai to Hongkong.”

AYOR DICKMANN needs more 

money and contemplates a possible

It is not necessary that I continue to 
do business in St. Louis. I could go to 
some other city where such discrimina- 
tion does not exist. If i do, what about 
these employes? 

But isn’t the Mayor avoiding the real 
issue—smoke? Many people move to the 
county for the winter and back to the 
city for the summer. Restated, more of 
the county residents would be glad to 
make St. Louis their year-round homes 
but cannot afford to do so from a health 
standpoint. 

Smoke has “besmudged” all property in 
this city. Appraisals are down in con- 
sequence and so is city revenue. There 
gcems to exist a peculiar apathy toward 
this problem on the part of any city 
administration, including the present one. 

The answer to the Mayor's plea is a 
determined and sustained fight under his 
leadership and that of his successors to 
destroy, without favor or fear, this can- 
cerous blight on one of the largest cities 
of the United States. Then, and then 
only, will people really want to work and 
live in St. Louis, to make this spot their 
permanent home and business location; 
and then, too, will the Mayor find the 
taxes he needs. 

His tax proposal might short-sightedly 
solve the immediate problem but not the 


recurring future problem.

All of this is brilliant Machiavellianism, indeed, 
and it is not odd if the Fascist Powers, flushed with 
success, think seriously of remaking the entire 
world. They form a dynamic force, while the free 
governments are static. Secretary Woodring, how- 
ever, reminded them that there is a point beyond 
which the democracies cannot be pressed with im- 
punity. “At present,” he said, “the democracies 
are strongly pacifistic, They have not always been 
so, If pressed too far, a wave of indignation might 
sweep over them that would make it extremely dif- 
ficult to Keep the peace. It is essential that con- 
tinued aggression stop before things get out of hand.” 
S0 far as the United States is concerned, the im- 
mediate task is, as the ‘Secretary said, to keep our 
powder dry and build up our defenses. While our 
interests have not yet been seriously threatened by 
the Fascist aggression, it is only prudent to be 
prepared for any eventuality. Those who protest 
against the new navy program, for reasons of econ- 
omy or from pacifistic principles, cannot be fully 
aware of the dangers in the present international 
situation. 

There is, of course, a deep-seated feeling in the 
United States against being drawn into war, grow- 
ing out of our experience in the World War. But 
if, for example, European or Oriental Fascism should 
invade this hemisphere, say, in South America; if, in 
so doing, the Panama Canal should be placed in jeop- 
ardy, the Fascists would discover that they had 
counted too strongly on what they term “the de- 
cadence of democracy.” 

We still hear discussion of the menace of Com- 
munism. The fact is, the Communist menace ended 
with the exile of Trotsky from Russia and the 
abandonment by Stalin of the principle of world 
revolution. The new menace—Fascism—for a vari- 
ety of reasons, is infinitely more to be feared. 

Let's not blind our eyes to it. 
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ONE ALLEGIANCE. 

Américan citizenship implies full allegiance to the 
United States. Americans who feel called upon to 
vote in foreign elections or plebiscites do not give 
that full allegiance. It would seem unnecessary, 
therefore, for Congress to pass a bill dépriving 
Americans of their citizenship if they participate in 
the elections of other nations, but since Congress

ANOTHER CHAMBERLAIN DEFEAT. 

Early last month, when the British Prime Minis- 
ter's critics were demanding a new election on the 
issue of the Government's shift in foreign policy, 
Mr. Chamberlain belittled their chances for success. 
Speaking of the opposition’s motion of censure, he 
said: “They may be thankful they are going to get 
off with a sound beating tonight and will not have 
to suffer even more resounding defeat in the 
country.” He added that his critics did not really 
want an election, knowing they would be beaten. 

The returns from the two by-elections that have 
been held since Anthony Eden's resignation as Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs do not bear out Mr. 
Chamberlain’s views. Foreign policy was the major 
issue in each, and, instead of suffering “resounding 
defeat,” the Labor candidate in each case defeated 
the Conservative. 

The Lichfield constituency, near Birmingham, yes- 
terday elected C. C. Poole, 35-year-old railway clerk, 
to fill a vacant House seat. He succeeds a National 
Laborite, an adherent of Chamberlain. At West Ful- 
ham a month ago, Dr. Edith Summerskill, Laborite, 
defeated a Conservative, and succeeded another Con- 
servative who had won his seat by a sizable major- 
ity. (A few weeks before, another Labor candidate 
had won an election at Ipswich over a Conservative.) 
It is notable that both these candidates were com- 
paratively unknown, and won chiefly on the foreign 
policy issue. Cabinet members campaigned ‘actively 
for the Chamberlain candidate in the Lichfield elec- 
tion, the first such participation in six years. 

It is Mr. Chamiberlain’s privilege to refuse to 
call an election. Without such a call, none will be 
held until November, 1940. Each of these by- 
elections, however, has made stronger the case of 
the opposition in its demand for a referendum, on 
the ground that, according to the Labor manifesto, 
“the Government holds no mandate for the vital 
change it has made in foreign policy.” Mr. Cham- | 
berlain will doubtless continue to refuse, but not for 
the altruistic purpose of saving his opponents from 
a “resounding defeat.” .

BEGIN THINKING ABOUT IT NOW. 

In comment on the current convention at Albany 
to revise the New York State Constitution, the 
Shreveport (La.) Journal says that New York ap- 
pears to be the only state which holds a constitution- 


gress shall have power to lay and collect taxes on 
incomes, from whatever source derived.” Mr. Hughes, 
then serving his second term as Governor of New 
York, warned the Legislature of the comprehensive- 
ness of the words “from whatever source derived.” 
‘Taken in their natural sense, Gov. Hughes said, the 
words “would include not only incomes from real 
and ‘personal property, but also incomes drived from 
state and municipal securities.” 

This warning had prompt repercussions in Con- 
gress. Senators Root of New Tork and Borah of 
Idaho, who were instrumental in the passage of 
the amendment resolution, sought to quiet the fears 
of Gov. Hughes and others who shared his view. 
It was not the intent of the amendment, these 
Senators said, to make state and municipal bonds 
taxable. x 

The question now being propounded is whether, if 
Congress seeks to remove the exemptions from 
public security issues by a simple lesislative act, 
and this act is challenged in the reme Court, 
Chief Justice Hughes will be guided by his view of 
1909 or by the Root-Borah opinion as to the intent 
of the income tax amendment. 

Any answer must be the sheerest speculation. There 
is no more reason to believe that Mr. Hughes would 
oppose a literal interpretation of the words “from 
whatever source derived” than that he would accept 
it. As the Post-Dispatch showed several weeks ago, 
Mr. Hughes’ opinion in the Wyoming public lands 
income tax case not only reversed the stand of the 
court against a Federal tax on income from state 
lands leased to private businesses, but reversed also 
his own position of 1932 as declared in the important 
case of Burnet vs. Coronado Oil & Gas Co.

Normal Blood 


Pressure Hard 
To Determine 


It Is Influenced by Many, 
Things, Including Exer- 
cise and Excitement.

HE “bugaboo of high blood pres 
gure” constantly frightens a 
great many people who have 
found out, more or less by accident, 
that their blood pressure is a lit- 
tle higher than the standard tables 
They may have 
found this as a result of a life 
insurance examination or applica- 
tion for an industrial position. 
The question of what is normal 
blood pressure is one of the most 
difficult things to determine for 
any one individual, as has recent- 
ly been pointed out by one of the 
prominent physicians at Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital. 

If you take the blood pressure 
and simply refer to the standard 
tables and let the decision rest 
there, it is a simple matter, but 
there are complications. In the 
first place, the insurance company 
tables were compiled after exam- 
ination of a large number of abso- 
lutely normal people; the excep- 
tional cases were rejected and they 
were compiled in order to protect 
the insurance company, with a wide 
margin. Even so there is quite a 
little variation in what would be 
the standard limits. The follow 
ing are the limits: 

Under the age of 29 —105-135 ~ 
The ages 30-40 — — —110-140 
The ages 40-55 — — 115-150 
The age of 55 or over —120-155 
Now if one goes out into the gen- 
eral population, not seeking insur- 
ance risks, he finds that taking a 
large number of people who, except 
for their blood pressure are entire- 
ly healthy, the probable normal 
limits are as wide as this: 

Ages 55-59, men — — —100-159 

Women —— — — —104-196 
Over 65, men — — — 86-186 

Women— — - 112-222 
There are many things that ine 
fluence blood pressure. One is en. 
ercise. A normal man who took 
trips of a set of three steps, and 
took 30 trips In one and one-half 
minutes, raised his blood pressure 
from 110 to 160, 

Posture also influences. It ig 
higher when the patient is flat—in 
one case 140 as compared to 180. 

Excitement. The first examina 
tion nearly always finds a high 
blood pressure so that repeated de- 
terminations have to be made. 

Temperature. Cold raises and 
heat lowers blood pressure. 

The conclusion is that the deci- 
sion as to whether a patient's blood 
pressure is normal can only be 
made after many examinations, 

It is true that out of 100 persons 
with high blood pressure 25 die 
prematurely, but no man can tell 
which they are and every physician 
of experience has known cases who 
live a full life span after discover- 
ing a rise of 25 to 50 points in blood 
pressure.
